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NOTES ON CULTURE OF FLORISTS’ STOCK

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Bouvardias 


All bouvardias should be lifted before the nights be- 
come too cold. These plants do well in five inches of 
soil. A good compost is three parts fibrous loam to one 
part of well decayed cow manure. Lift the plants with 
good balls of soil and carefully transplant to a sunny 
bench. If this work is attended to properly the plants 
will show no bad effects. A foot apart is little enough 
for any of them. It is easy with almost any tempera- 
ture to get the first crop of bouvardias, but not so easy 
to get them to make a growth and a profitable crop of 
flowers. Unless they are kept in a night temperature of 
at least 60 degrees and syringed daily they will just 
stand still after their first crop is over. As soon as they 
are planted give thorough watering, followed on sunny 
days by light spraying, uniil the plants have taken hold 
in the new soil. Don’t overlook the staking. If they 
have made any growth at all outdoors they need support 
of some kind, whether by stakes or wires across the 
benches. 


Care of Carnations 


Recently planted carnations will now need the closest 
attention. As the plants gain in size and vigor of 
growth, so also must the allowance of moisture about 
their roots be increased. Describe a wide circle from day 
to day until, before long, all the soil may receive water 
in equal and regular quantities. Arrange to have at 
least two good weedings and cleanings of the soil. Some 
soils become baked and crusted over much more quickly 
than others and need more cultivation. The adjustment 
of supports for those farthest advanced is now in order. 
Any one of the numerous devices will serve the purpose. 
Supports that leave unrestricted room for the natural 
spread and upright growth of every individual plant, 
within the confines of a stout wire circle, are to be 
preferred to anything holding the shoots in position 
by direct and usually too firm fastening, or those requir- 
ing frequent readjustment. 


Housing Tender Plants 


While it may be some time yet before we have any 
frost it never pays to keep tender plants outside after 
the first week in September, for their growth and well- 
doing is hampered by the cold nights which we are 
bound to have at this time. All plants such as palms, 
ferns, ete., should be housed early in September, as when 
exposed to the chilly air of our cool nights they soon 
become inactive at the roots and their foliage lose its 
dark green color. All stock planted out in the field or 
horder such as abutilons, acalyphas, crotons, dracaenas, 
ficus and many other foliage plants, should be lifted and 
potted. Give them a rather close and warm house and 
keep shaded for about a week when they will have be- 
come wel] established and can then be given full sun. 
Keep the air and plants moist by frequent syringings 
during the day. 


Odontoglossums 

Odontoglossums that have been grown in a north 
house and kept as cool as possible should now be show- 
ing up well. To handle these orchids is no easy task 
at this season of the year as they require continued 
watchfulness in ventilation, watering and cleanliness. 
We are now at a season when they will stand any amount 
of ventilation during the day and also as much at night 
as will be safe to leave on. If they are not given plenty 
of ventilation now they will suffer severely. Watering 
is a point in their culture which requires very careful 
attention. Care should also be taken never to let the 
compost remain dry for any length of time, yet on the 
other hand they should never be kept in a soaked con- 
dition. Either extreme will destroy all hopes of pulling 
these orchids through the fall in good shape. To keep 
them absolutely clear of scale it will be necessary to 
sponge them with a nicotine solution, aphine or fir 
tree oil about every two weeks. 


Propagating Geraniums 

It is well to start in a little early with propagating 
geraniums so that another good crop of cuttings may be 
had before frost puts a stop to outdoor growth. One of 
the advantages in using the propagating bench is that 
the cuttings will take up less room, the accommodation 
being usually required at a time of the year when most 
of us are short of room. Another way to root cuttings is 
to use flats, either filled with sand or a mixture of loam 
and sand. The flats can either be placed on benches or 
shelves or in frames out of doors. Sturdy, short-jointed 
top cuttings from three to four inches in length make 
without question the best stock for next spring’s mar- 
keting. It matters little which way they are struck, 
now or a month later, they will be good geraniums if 
potted, repotted and stopped in time and given room, 
light and air in a house averaging 55 degrees of heat. 
After the first watering, which ought to be a good one, 
keep the sand on the dry side. The only shading re- 
quired might be when the weather is extremely hot. 
During the first week the cuttings are in the sand, they 
should only be given shade during the noon hours, but 
after the first week no shade is required ; in fact they are 
better off without it. 


Stevias 
Do not leave your stevias too long before you lift 
them as they &re very easily injured by even a slight 
frost. Pot them into good soil and place them where 
they have some shade for a few days when they will 


stand full sun. You can keep them outside for some 
time yet as they cannot tolerate anything like a warm 
greenhouse. When brought in under glass they should 
he kept just as cool as possible. These are very indis- 
pensable plants so see that they have good care.

Summer Pruning Peach Trees 


Those houses that have had the ctop cleared for several 
weeks and have been left to themselves doubtless will 
have made some top growth. Any trees that have not 
made growth must have been cropped very heavy or else 
the roots are very stagnant. Similar to vines, it does 
them good to grow for a while but the time is ripe to 
think of the buds for next year. Not only the super- 
fluous growth can be removed but the whole tree gone 
over and all old worn-out or overcrowded wood removed. 
This has got to be done anyhow when the winter pruning 
comes on and by doing it now the wood remaining has 
the benefit of more air and sun to ripen it up. Another 
advantage to the pruner is that he can see what the tree 
looks like with its foliage, which, if all the pruning is 
left until winter, he can only surmise. Where it is 
necessary to remove a piece of wood large enough to 
make a noticeable hole, loosen one or two of those above 
and draw them down to fill the gap. It is not intended 
that this pruning should do away with the winter prun- 
ing, it is only to remove worthless wood hampering the 
development of next year’s crop. 


Prepare to Pot-up Trees 

The time is not far distant when all the trees growing 
in pots must receive their annual overhauling. This is 
quite a job where any quantity are grown and needs 
preparation, to save unnecessary delay after once com- 
mencing. A supply of pots is needed—enough of all 
requisite sizes to allow so many to be in the hands of the 
washer and taking time to dry. Look over the stock on 
hand and if deficient order at once as it may take a little 
time to get them through. It is also better to use pots 
that have stood out in the weather for a while rather than 
new ones direct from the factory for, even if sprayed over 
a time or two before using, they will still absorb a lot 
of moisture. Always figure on giving the trees the 
smallest shift possible; nothing is gained by pushing 
them on into large pots or tubs. After several years’ 
forcing it may be advisable to use small tubs. Look 
these trees up and order the tubs in suitable sizes at once. 
Take special care of all broken pots found around. These 
will be in big demand, nothing making such satisfactory 
drainage for this work as crocks. 


Feeding Strawberries 


When the strawberry plants have filled out the pots 
with roots commence to feed them as they have a lot to 
do ina short time. It can be given them in either liquid 
form or sprinkled on the surface and pricked in. Start 
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them off with some weak soot water; this can be fol- 
lowed up with weak cow manure water, gradually work- 
ing it up stronger. The same applies to dry manures. 
‘Take care to keep this latter off the foliage. Never ap- 
ply manure when the plants are dry and remember clear 
water should be given the plants an equal number of 
times as the manure water. 


Making up Mushroom Beds 


Immediately the manure is ready, have the beds made 
up. Any delay means a loss to the manure. The same 
morning that it is purposed to make up the beds mix in 
a little virgin loam which has passed through a 34-inch 
seive, say about one part of soil to every six of manure. 
This will help to steady the heat and make it more last- 
ing. Ram the manure as firm as possible into the 
benches, building it up in tiers six inches in thickness. 
It cannot be made too hard so pound it down with brick 
or rammer. When finished the beds should be from 15 
to 18 inches thick. Even it off nicely, leaving it about 
three inches below the proper height so that the casing 
of soil can go on after spawning. Place a thermometer 
in the bed, as it will commence to heat up at once. 
Notice this at least twice daily. It will continue to rise 
for about ten days, probably registering 100 to 110 de- 
grees before any recession takes place. Wait until it 
recedes to 85 degrees to 80 degrees before spawning. 


Melons for Christmas 

To have ripe melons for Christmas a sowing should be 
made September Ist. With good melon-growing weather 
(plenty of sunshine) through the fall this will have them 
ripe a week or ten days previous to Christmas Day but 
should it be any way averse they will make it all right. 
At this time of year it is a very easy matter to hold them 
up for a week or more just as they are turning, so be on 
the safe side. Through the summer months the varie- 
ties need not be studied to any great degree for if a 
melon is to grow at all it surely must do so through the 
good summer weather. Not so with the sowings from 
now on. Many little troubles can be averted if the right 
ones are put in now. That old and tried friend, Hero of 
Lockinge, has not got an equal in the field for winter 
work. Others there are that are good but if only a few 
are to be grown bank on “Hero.” It grows well through 
any dull weather and sets its fruit well (two should be 
the limit on these). The flavor, too, is good for winter 
fruit. Another one we always include is His Emi- 
nence, a white flesh of good habit which comes in sev- 
eral days after Hero. Superlative can also be included; 
it makes one of the best table fruits. 
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Side Ventilators in September 

With the air full of cold draughts, it is well to keep 
the side ventilators closed from now on, unless of course 
they are in the hands of the expert who knows how to 
handle them. These cases are very rare, however, and 
we find it best to keep the ventilators closed and run no 
chances. Doors that had been left open during the hot 
summer months will now be safer if kept closed. Many 
will say that this is all “bosh” but experience has taught 
us that we may escape harm the nine times, and then get 
it good and proper the tenth time. A drop of preven- 
tion is better than a whole gallon of cure. 

Syringing 

With the coming of the fall season, all syringing 
should be done during the morning hours of the day, if 
at all possible. Should it be necessary to syringe in the 
afternoon, take great care to shake the plants well to 
have the plants well dried off by night. Lime should 
never remain unapplied after either syringing or water- 
ing, as this is essential in helping to maintain a pure 
dry atmosphere around the bottom of the plants where 
spot has a habit of establishing itself and gaining a good 
foothold before it is finally discovered. 


Mulching 


Mulching or top dressing will now be in order and, as 
the whole season’s success depends partly on the way this 
is done, it pays to be extremely careful to have this done 
properly. A light dressing of bone meal may be ap- 
plied to the benches before any of the manure is ap- 
plied. ‘This should be rubbed into the soil very lightly, 
so as not to disturb the roots in the very least, for while 
the plants are making roots the plant itself is not grow- 
ing. Therefore when you tear up the roots with deep 
scratching, the plants receive a bad check, from which 
it wil! take some time to recover. This may not be ob- 
served by every one, yet it is the truth. Do not apply 
teo much bonemeal, or too much manure. Better apply 
a little at a time, and oftener. We find it best to apply 
just enough to cover the benches very nicely, and then 


give more as soon as the plants consume the largest part 
of it, as they soon will if they receive proper treatment 
and are kept growing all the time. 
Lime 

Never apply any lime to newly mulched benches. The 
lime thus applied would free a large amount of the am- 
monia contained in the manure, and would no doubt 
prove harmful to the plants. To say the least it would 
not be of any benefit, and as good cow manure is rather 
expensive, it is not to the good of the grower to waste 
much of it. Most growers will shrink from buying a 
new piece of hose that is really needed and would prove 
a good investment, but will think nothing of a heap of 
manure exposed to the weather and slowly going to 
waste. It is surprising how much will go to waste, too, 
slowly and unnoticed in most cases. 


Using Cracked Ice 


With the more valuable grades of roses and other cut 
flowers it will be a very good investment to use a little 
cracked ice in the shipping boxes, being very careful of 
course to see that no ice comes in contact with the flowers 
themselves. Apply the ice to the stems of the cut 
blooms, if you use it. 


Burning of the Foliage After Mulching 


This is chiefly due to the fact that the manure apply is 
either too hot or too green. As often as we advocate 
using manure a year old, or at least old enough to be- 
come well decomposed, we find much manure applied 
right out of the stable. This of course has to be han- 
dled just so, or serious harm may result. To be on the 
safe side it is well to air the houses quite freely right 
after the mulch is applied. Sometimes the plants are 
real dry, which is often responsible for the burning of 
the foliage. We like to have them on the dry side when 
we mulch, so we can water thoroughly directly after- 
wards. We generally scrub the houses at the time, this 
making the air much more damp and helping to keep 
the fumes of the manure from injuring the foliage.

CLUB. 


Asters, the subject of the last meet- 
ing, seems to have been a good lead- 
stone as almost four-fifths of the mem- 
bers turned out and quite a nice dis- 
play was made of cut blooms. W. K. 
Denlinger, of Vintage, Pa., had per- 
haps the best finished flowers, three 
varieties of Vick’s Royal purple and 
white and pink Early Branching. John 
R, Shriner of Greenland had an extra 
fine vase of the Crego type. B. F. 
Barr exhibited Vick’s Violet King and 
Imperial Giant Purity, also Hohen- 
zollern rose pink. 

In the discussion which followed, a 
liquid solution of paris green was rec- 
ommendd as having been successfully 


used for the elimination of the black 
beetle; the use of an infusion made 
from quassa chips was also recom- 
mended. 

The bug that stings the plant and 
ruins it by stunting seems to be al- 
most beyond control, some varieties 
being more susceptible than others. 
One grower advocated the planting of 
a row of the variety “Semple” evéry 
sixth or eighth row as they seemed 
especially fond of this variety and 
would not disturb the others so much 
if they had these to work on. An- 
other grower advocated growing them 
under muslin or canvas the same as 
some growers use for tobacco. This 
method had been tried on a small scale 
and not only were the bugs kept out, 
but the quality of the asters was much 
improved. 


The matter of yellows has given con- 
siderable trouble in this section and 
no known remedy has yet been found 
for this, but the use of low ground 
is to be avoided and planting continu- 
ously on the same ground should not 
be followed. 

Getting seed true to name is an- 
other problem. One grower said that 
he bought seed supposed to be Vick’s 
Early Branching and planted about 
50,000 of them and they were abso- 
lutely worthless and a total loss, be- 
ing no more Early Branching than he 
was a millionaire from money made 
out of the florists’ business. 

The meeting then adjourned to meet 
September 18th, when carnations and 
chrysanthemums will be the subject 
for exhibition and discussion,

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The controversy over the intrinsic 
value of a cup donated for award 
at a recent exhibition is only one 
of several incidents which empha- 
size the need of extreme care in the wording of a prize 
schedule, as to what is offered, what it is offered for 
and what the conditions are. We recall a case where a 
prize was offered for hyacinths in “pans” and much 
hard feeling was engendered when the judges dis- 
qualified a leading entry because azalea or “half pots” 
were used. Very often the admission or exclusion of 
certain foliage or flowers as accessories to a display of 
cut blooms leads to endless argument and dissatisfac-

tion because of divergent interpretations of the sched- 
ule terms. These incidents, with their often unpleasant 
outcome admonish us that we cannot be too explicit in 
the wording of a prize schedule, every provision of which 
should be stated in terms that admit of but one con- 
struction by exhibitors, judges and all others concerned. 


The appeal of the retail florist trade, as 
represented by the Telegraph Delivery 
Association, for some special recognition 
in the councils of the 8S. A. F., discloses 
a somewhat significant turn in the tide of sentiment 
towards the national society. The lack of interest and 
widespread indifference regarding the national organiza- 
tion on the part of the retail element has for many years 
been a subject of wondering comment and a certain 
amount of rather severe criticism. Now they “clamor 
at the gates,” supporting their overture with a very 
practical and persuasive argument, viz., that their or- 
ganization is the only one in existence which makes 
membership in the 8S. A. F. a pre-requisite to admission 
and that to this fact is due the addition of some forty 
new members to the national society during the past 
year! Their argument is certainly the real thing—“all 
wool and a yard wide.” In principle it is substantial 
proof of the soundness of the conviction, which we have 
always held and often reaffirmed, that the kindred so- 
cieties, instead of being a disintegrating menace to the 
S. A. F., should be regarded as useful adjuncts and 
feeders for the great central body, crystalizing forces 
which, rightly directed, would bring to the 8. A. F. an 
accession of strength and influence otherwise impos- 
sible of realization. We hope the Executive Board will 
give most careful study to this subject not only in its 
bearing upon the immediate proposition but in its 
broader effect upon the future relationship between the 
S. A. F. and the many other bodies organized for work 
on special lines. 


A turn 
in the tide 


The executive committee of the American 
Carnation Society found itself with a 
rather difficult problem on its hands. At 
the session in Minneapolis, in which quite 
a number of the members of the Society participated, it 
was shown that since the society abandoned its inde- 
pendent midwinter meeting and exhibition and merged 
its activities with the other special societies at the 
National Flower Show in Boston, its membership and 
interest had noticeably fallen off and the conclusion 
was forced upon the society that it must get back to its 
former custom in order to restore its prestige. Then 
developed a diversity of views as to how this could best be 
accomplished—whether by accepting the invitation to 
convene at the Illinois State College where they were 
offered many unique privileges for scientific and practi- 
cal experiment and comparison, or by meeting in some 
city such as Cleveland where accessions to the member- 
ship might be gained from the commercial carna- 
tion growers. The latter course was finally chosen 
but ‘it is by no means certain that the society 
would have been any better off today had it ad- 
hered to its former custom and stood aloof from the 
National Flower Shows. No argument is needed to 
convince far-sighted observers that the establishment of 
the National Flower Show and the entry of the Experi- 
ment Stations and State Colleges into the domain of 
floriculture, not to mention the tremendous educa- 
tional influence of the trade papers, have a direct bear- 
ing upon the relationship of all the Societies to the trade 
and-to each other. and must henceforth be taken into 
account when seeking fields for useful society activity.

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GROWING FIGS AT EXPRESS RATE 


ese fig trees here illustrated 
en at random from a batch of 
fifty plants in ten-inch pots, repre- 
sent what is possible in the line of 
rapid development from the cutting 
to the mature fruiting plant. 
Photograph A is a plant of Negro 
Largo (this variety while not such 
a rampant grower as some of the 
other kinds is perhaps the most sat- 
isfactory of all for pot culture and 
of the finest flavor). In photo- 
graph B the center plant is the 
variety Brown Turkey, while the 
two outside ones are Negro Largo. 
The Brown Turkey plant is four 
feet and six inches high (pot in- 
cluded) and has been twice pinched, 
while plant A is three feet six inches 


high and earries some two dozen 


-fruits in various stages of develop- 


ment. “This batch of fifty plants 
have been grown in a little under 
eight months (December to July) 
from cuttings of ripened wood from 
four to six inches long, rooted in 
sand with a bottom heat of about 80 


degrees and top heat of about 60 
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degrees. In three to four weeks roots one to two 
inches long had developed and they were potted into 
3-inch pots and plunged in the same sand and with the 
same bottom heat as had been used for rooting. From 
January to April the plants were forced along by keep- 
ing hot bed sash over them on the greenhouse bench 
and by maintaining the bottom-heat at from 75 to 80 
degrees. By May Ist they were in six-inch pots and from 
that date on have been fed a varied diet of chemicals 
and organic manure. Phosphate of potash, one ounce 
dissolved in a gallon of water was administered for a 
period of three to four weeks to promote fruitfulness 
while nitrate of soda and weak doses of liquid cow ma- 
nure were used to promote growth. Icthemic guano 
was another portion of their diet. Constant and careful 
feeding coupled with a steady temperature of about 
seventy degrees at night and all the air possible in the 
day without lowering the temperature sums up all the 
points of growing good sized fruiting figs in eight 
months from cuttings.

Our convention report, published 
last week, carried the story of the 
proceedings up to the close of the ses- 
sion of Thursday morning. Thursday 
afternoon was devoted to the bowling 
contests and Thursday evening to the 
ladies’ reception and dancing at the 
Hotel Radisson, both of which affairs 
were eminently successful in every re- 
spect, On Thursday afternoon the 
present and past officials of the S. A. 
F. and the Ladies’ S. A. F. emjoyed a 
most delightful sail on Lake Minne- 
tonka to the beautiful villa and grounds 
of Mr. C. G. Goodrich, who, assisted 
by Mrs. Goodrich and A. Weber, the 
superintendent of the grounds, ex- 
tended a most cordial and hospitable 
welcome. The result of the bowling 
contests will be found in another col- 
umn. 

On Friday morning the Florists’ Hail 
Association held its annual meeting. 
At 11 A. M., the S. A. F. convened 
in regular session, the principal topic 
for consideration being the Executive 
Board’s report recommending that ex- 
hibits of artificial flowers be excluded 
from the trade exhibitions and flower 
shows, The debate was pointed and 
strenuous while it lasted, which was 
not long, for it was cut short by a 
very decisive vote to lay the matter on 
the table and thus a score or more of 
trenchant speeches that had been in 
the incubator for weeks met a pre- 
natal death. 

Leonard Barron’s lecture on Friday 
afternoon with stereopticon illustra- 
tions giving “Glimpses of American 
Gardens” was interesting and instruc- 
tive. Mr. Barron is a good talker and 
held his audience closely throughout. 
Following him, Col. D. O. Lively gave 
a graphic account of the preparations 
for a huge horticultural department 
at the Panama-Pacific Exposition 
which, however, was listened to by a 
disappointingly meagre audience. 

Friday evening’s concert at the Lake 
Harriett roof garden by the Minneap- 
olis Park Orchestral Band, compli- 
mentary by the Board of Park Com- 
missioners, was one of the happiest 
occasions in the history of S. A. F. 
conventions. The evening was glori- 
ous and the entire scene, the pavilion 
with its festoons of electric lights, the 
mid-summer night sky overhead, the 
music and the merry throngs, was one 
never to be forgotten. A valse reverie, 
“In a Rose Garden,” had been spe- 
cially written and dedicated to the S.

thing with its clocks ticking, striking 
and cuckooing in the most realistic 
manner.

table-ware, The response of the sur- 
prised recipient was heartfelt and 
deeply appreciative.

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AMERICAN GLADIOLUS SOCIETY. 


President Hendrickson’s Address at 
Minneapolis. 


Another year has again demon- 
strated the usefulness and increasing 
popularity of the Gladiolus, and also a 


need for a society such as ours, but as 
we look over the past year we do not 
feel satisfied with the work accom- 
plished. While one of the main ob- 
jects of the society is to create a de- 
mand and love for the gladiolus it has 
always seemed to me that another im- 
portant work is the testing and prov- 
ing out of the different varieties that 
are put on the market, but we feel 
that very little real good has been 
done along these lines, largely owing 
to the unwillingness of many growers 
to submit their supposedly new and 
valuable seedlings to the trial grounds 
before putting them on the market, 
and I am convinced more and more 
that something definite ought to be 
done along these lines, if our society is 
going to accomplish anything at all. 
It has been my privilege this year to 
observe many varieties in the trial 
grounds and the trials show that there 
is great anxiety on the part of many 
growers to put many varieties on the 
market regardless as to whether they 
eontain merit or not, or whether bet- 
ter ones have been discarded years 
ago. I believe if we could induce every 
grower to register and submit for trial 
every new variety before putting it on 
the market, and get the opinion from 
the committee on nomenclature it 
would save a great deal of wasted time. 
It seems to me it is to our own in- 
terest to be careful along these lines 
as nothing hurts business as much as 
disappointment, and we cannot afford 
to disappoint a buyer especially if he 
is a florist who is depending upon er 
income from his crop, and each year 
is proving to the general florist that 
he must include gladioli if he would 
be up-to-date, and he is beginning to 
find out that they are a good income 
producer. 

As far as I can ascertain the past 
year has been a good one for most 
American growers, but a new factor 
has arisen in the way of almost unfair 
competition with imported stock. I 
believe that we all agree that healthy 
competition is good for business, but 
it is needless for me to point out that 


it is impossible for the American 
grower to compete with labor condi- 
tions in other countries, and while I 


would not want to go on record as do- 
ing anything to restrict trade, I do 
think we would be justified in having 
a committee appointed to work for an 
increase of duty to protect our own in- 
terests. 

Regarding the future of the society, 
we are having the same experience 
that all other similar societies have 
had, and that is, it is hard work to 
keep up membership. It is always 
easy to get members fast for a new 
society, but in two or three years it 
gets harder and harder, and I am of 
the opinion that the sooner some plan 
for affiliation with the S. A. F. can be 
worked out the better it will be for all 
concerned. 

In closing I wish to thank my asso- 
clates for the co-operation and re- 
sponse that they have always given 
me during my term of office. 


Nomenclature Committee’s Report. 
Prof. Beal recommended that names 











presented for new varieties should be 
filed for further investigation before 
being registered. Prof. Beal said that 
it was impossible to determine the 
facts concerning many varieties under 
dispute because of the failure of cer- 
tain growers to comply with the re- 
quest of the committee to furnish 
bulbs for trial. It was voted that the 
society purchase such varieties, for 
the purpose of comparison and identi- 
fication in the trial grounds at Ithaca.

One of your readers desires to know if 
their is much benefit to be derived from 
starting cucumbers, melons, beets and 
similar vegetables in cold frames under 
cloth, with a_ view of gaining six to eight 
weeks, as compared with planting seed out 
of doors. 

It would be our opinion that the 
seeds of cucumbers, melons and such 
vegetables would make a gain by be- 
ing sown under cloth in cold frames, 
but there would not be a gain of from 
six to eight weeks. The gain would 
not be overtwo. The method of grow- 
ing cucumbers and melons especially 
in cold frames, and never taking the 
glass off, but raising the frames per- 
manently after the weather begins to 
get very warm, has been practiced 
here.

cut flower year. From that on the 
tide begins to turn. If you ask a 
wholesaler he will tell you that last 
week was fair considering the sea- 
son, and that about sums up the sit- 
uation. The cool nights of late have 
improved the roses and there is now 
some very creditable stock arriving. 
The improvement is especially notice- 
able in local Beauties, of which we 
are now getting the first cuts of the 
new crop. The dahlia season has 
opened, and good flowers of the early 
varieties are a feature of the market. 
The gladiolus situation is about the 
same as last reported, only more so. 
Some good stock is to be had, but the 
volume is getting gradually smaller. 
Asters are very fine and moving nice- 
ly. Of course, there is some poor 
stock around, but such might as well 
stay at home and save freight. The 
tritoma begins to loom up, but we can 
hardly expect much sale for such sub- 
jects so early. New crop green leu- 
cothoe has arrived and this elegant 
decorative material adds a welcome 
item to the list of foliage greens. 
The market was at a 
ST. LOUIS low ebb last week. 
While there was plenty 
of stock the great bulk of it was of 
poor quality and prices were in keep- 
ing. Roses and carnations are very 
short stemmed, but with good flowers. 
Gladioli and tuberoses are so abun- 
dant that the market has been glutted 
all week. Lilies sell well at all times, 
also lily of the valley.
